Few 
stopped to remember—even indeed 
if they ever know—that the war was 
Jonly a few months old when ten Brit- 
‘ish submarines crossed the Atlantic 
from Hallfax to the British Isles— 
the first submarines in naval history 
to make the journey under their own 
power. 

“While we publish the number of 

vessels sunk by Prussian submarines 
we say not a word about the U-boats 
whose careers are brought to a sud- 
den stop. I do not know how many 
of them we have caught, sunk or de- 
,Stroyed. It may be 180; it may be 
"200; it may be 220, They come out! 
and they do not return, and there is 
no one in Germany, and perhaps not, 
half a dozen people in England, who, 
know what becomes of them. 
“The reason for our “secrecy must 
be tolerably obvious to anyone who! 
thinks the matter over. All that the 
Germans are able to infer from the 
failure of any given U-voat to return 
to port is that somehow or other It 
has been lost.

states, West Australia is the most 
thinly peopled, it would appear that 
German ‘scheming and spying were 
directed upon ‘that part of the +on- 
tinent in particular. An intercepted 
detailed report from.a German mis- 
slonary, who had lived for nine years 
at Broome in the northern part of 
West Australia Is believed’ by Aus- 
tralian officials to bear out this pre- 
sumption. 

The missionary is the Rev. 
Bischofg, of the Pallotiner congrega- 
Mon, Limberg, Prussia, An organiza- 
tion styled “The Society for the Pro- 
tection of Germans Abroad” 5ut fifty 
questions to him. ' His answers com- 
Prise a minute and Intimate account 
of the physical and commercial at- 
tributes of north-western Austraila, 
The report is marked “strictly con- 
fidential,” and is dated July 10, 
1914. Among other things the Rey. 
Mr. Blschofs was asked if he could 
furnish photographs, and “‘correct 
maps of your town, your country, 
Province, etc." To the former ques- 
tion he replied, “Perhaps, later.” 

| According to Information in pos- 
session of the Commonwealth De- 
fence Department a German repre- 
sentative fn Australia remarked . to 
an Australian oficial some time be- 
fore the war broke out that the com- 
monwealth was making very little 
use of che north-western part of Aus- 
tralla and that {t would serve admir- 
ably for a German settlement. The 
department officials are convinced 
that the questions put to the Rev. 
Mr. Bischofs were with the ulterior 
motive of providing the German Gov- 
ernment with data about what it be-

Many colloquia} expressions used 
by Australian soldiers are American 
tn origin, and may present Little dif- 
culty to their English frien Is, but 
some of the commonest are indigen- 
ous, and of these an explanation wil! 
Perhaps be useful. “Bonzer,” the 
constantly recurring word to express 
Satisfaction, is used wherever an 
English high school girl would say 
“ripping” or “topping.” It Is sald to 
eome from the Japanese *banzai,” 
probably a false derivation. Applied 
to persons, “‘cronk"” means shady, 
while “crook” means seedy or “off 
color.” — “Boshter,” common a few 
years ago to describe ‘“‘a good fel- 
low," xeema to be obsoleseent. To 
“poke borak” at anyone fs to chaff 
him unmercifully. “He hasn't Buck- 
ley’s" means that be hasn't a ghost 
of’ chance, and “He's gone a mil- 
lion,” used recently by a state pre- 
mnler in a speech in Parliament, has 
the same signfficance, “That's up 
agalnst his duckhouse” jndicatex 
that the person named is placed in 
a dilemma or false position, and the 
much less cryptic phrase “not within 
copee” would be used of an unat- 
tainable result or an incorrect cal- 
culation, Two perversions of com- 
mon words are found in all classes 
of Australian society. “To infer” is 
invariably used in tle sense of “to 
imply,” and “financial” is not only 
the usual synonym for “solvent” but 
aleo has further service to perform. 
In the ae of most social and sport- 
ing clubs there is a proviso that only 
Angncial members may yote ata 
meéting, This means that they 
have paid their subscription. In the 
same way trade unions and ilar 
bodies state their right to debur a 
member from-any benefit “in the 
event of his becoming unfinancial.”’

Bird Land Dance Halla, 


There are several species of 
bower birds, chief among them the 
Satin and the Newton. The Satin 
bower bird {s the best known. When 
the bowers were first discovered it 
was supposed~that they were play- 
houses built by the native children; 
but, ag a matter of fact, they are the 
dance halls of bird land. The nests 
are bullt in the trees and have no 
connection with the playhouses, 
The male birds build’ these latter 
and gather every bright and shining 
object they can find to adorn the en- 
trance to the bower. When it is 
completed, according to one who has 
watched them, little “at homes” are 
given dally, at which the males 
meet and pay court to their lady 
I lovers, now bowing and scraping, 

now playing hide and seek through 
the bower, and now doing an ab- 
surdly dignified dance for their edi- 
fication. Newton's bower bird de- 
corates its bower with fresh flowers 
every day, and if a visiting male 
wants a fight all he has to do Is to 
disturb these flowers. The master of 
| the bower proceeds with the painful 
duty of teaching him how to behave 
in company, while the remainder of 
| the party raise a great racket, but 
| Rever Interfere. A naturalist study- 
{ing them dijsarranged one of their 
| flowers, but each time he did it the 
| bower master rearranged it with

Shower Baths for Hogs, 

Shipping hogs to the slaughter- 

» house in freight cars {s a Precarious 

i business. 

[s rule, do not suffer while the cars 
are In motion, but a great many die 
from overheating while the cars are 
not moving. Furthermore, the first 
warm weather of the season ig more 
severe on*‘hogs than the hot wea- 
ther later in the season. A train 
muy become stalled upon arrival at 
a division point and within 24 hours 
enough hogs may ule from overheat- 
Ing to cause the shipper oF the rail- 
road a great financial loss. 

To afford the shipper the Drolec- 
tion he needs and to protect itself 
against loss, the St. Louis and San 
Francisco Rallroad has installed a 
hog-watering device al its principal 
division points, Immediately upon 
arriving at these polnts the freight 

* trains carrying: bogs are stopped’ and 
the hogs are given an impromptu 
shower bath. As a general thing a 
stream of water is first-turned into 
the bedding underneath the hogs. 
After the bedding is well saturated 
the nozzle of the hose is turned to 
the roof of the car and the water 
falls on the hogs. A drain box is 
Provided under the car to carry off 
the waste water.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

Grasshoppers at Sea. 

The grasshopper would seem to 
bave nothing in common with the 
seagull, yet grasshoppers have been 
Picked up in swarms at sea, 1,200 
miles from the nearest Jand. 

The African gragshopper, accord- 
ing to The Popular Science Monthly, 
has been known to cross the Red and 
Mediterranean seas {in destructive 
mumbers and even fly to the Canary 
Islands, For the most part these 
grasshoppers are of a migratory 
species (Schistocera tartarica) noted 
for ite great flights.

The commissioned 
officers dealt with these “affairs of 
honor” between the youngsters with 
pompous solemnity. 

Verses were printed upon their vic- 
tims in the Uterary journals of the day, 
and their relatives caused epitaphs in 
the Johnsonian style to be ‘placed upgn 
thelr tombs. Occasionally duels as- 
summed the character almost of an in- 
ternational incident, and sometimes 
they. became small wars,

& practical joke then became an affair 
of ten paces with pistols, 

Once a middy amused bimself by 
sprinkling a letter that anotber middy 
was writing. Thereupon the letter 
writer sprinkled the waistcoat of the 
offender with the contents of the ink 
bottle. A few days Jater the two faced 
each other in a duel. 

That the number of deaths and seri- 
ous wounds in these duels was so great 
is not: surprising in view of the fact 
that the distance between the com- 
batants measured about thirty feet. 
A marksmdh of fair ability couki hit 
his adversary at that distance with- 
out much trouble if his nerves were 
Steady. In some cases the distance 
was much less, In the Bainbridge 
Cochran doe] it-was twelve feet. Ip 
another duel the pistols almost touch- 
ed, and both combatants were killed 
at the first shot. 

The largest number of the duels 
which were fought in the United States 
took place in the neighborhood of Nor- 
folk. of New York and of Bladensburg, 
which is near the city. of Washing- 
ton, But duels were also fought on 
Castle island, in Boston harbor; at New 
Orleans and in various other places. 
-It was at Weehawken that Commo- 

dore Oliver H. Perry fought his duel 
with Captain Jobn Heath. There were 
grounds abroad also which in the na- 
ture of the circumstances saw many 
of these naval encounters—for in- 
stance, Rio Janeiro, Valparaiso, Port 

Mahon and in various places in the 

Mediterranean and in the East Indics. 

These naval duels were most fre- 

quent between the years 1799 and 
1836 The best known of them all 
probably was that between Decatur 
and Barton in 1820. This year marks 
the beginning of the slow decline of 
the practice, and the last of the duels 
lin the old navy of which there is a 
‘ record took place in 1850.

SACRED JEWISH FRUIT. 


Extreme Care Taken In Growing and 
Protecting the Esrog. 

The esrog or sacred Jewish citron is 
one of the costliest and most Interest- 
ing and yet one of the least known 
fruits to be found in the markets of 
the world, It has been used by the} 
Jews in connection with the Feast of 
Tabernacles since the time of the 
Babylonian captivity and is stil) treas- 
ured by orthodor Hebrews ip many 
countries, 

In appearance the fruit greatly Te- 
sembles the lemon, and !t possesses a 
strong and agreeable perfume. The 
tree itself is a variety of citron and 
belongs to the citrus famlly, of which 
the orange and grapefruit are mem- 
bers, 

Nearly all of the estroge, or cedrats, 
,as they are sometimes called, are 
grown in Palestine and on islands near 
the coast of Greece. In these locallties 
the groves are planted in sheltered val- 
Jeys, where the trees will be safe from 
“frost and drying winds. 

Great care is used to protect the 
fralt from the time of blooming anti 
ft is sold. The young fruit fs tenderly 
‘wrapped in soft lint, lest tt be marred 
by a scratch or blemish. and when al 
tured ft is carefolly packed In 2 special- 
ly constructed box with individual 
lined ‘compartments. For religious 
purposes it is essential that the fruit 
be free from blemishes. Even the deli- 
cate stamens must be preserved intact.

The boat touched 
en route at Copenbagen, where it ex- 
cited great curiosity, and also at Stock- 
holm, where she was risited by the 


On the Sth of September the steamer 
left Stockholm. On the Oh she reached 
Kronstadt, having used steam the 
whole passage. and a few days later 
reacbed St. Petersburg. 

Here the vessel was visited by the 
Russian lord bigh admiral, Marens de 
Trarvys, and otber distinguished mill- 
tary and naval officers, who alse tested 
her superior qualities by a trip to Kron. 
stadt. The Savannab remained at St. 
Petersburg until Oct. 10 and then set 
sallon her bomeward voyage “in com- 
pany with about eight sal) of shipping.” 
She arrived at Savanoah on Tuesday, 
Nov. 30, and shortly afterward was 
taken to the navy yard ot Washington.

A Nation of Peasants, With Curi- 
- .ous Customs and Beliefs. 


RULED BY SIGNS AND OMENS. 


Many Superstitions Enter inte the 
Everyday Life of This People, Whe 
Are. Little Given to” Money Thrift. 
The Way a Lad Goes A.courting. 


“The great bulk of Roumania’s pop- 
ulation belongs to the peasant class, 
for there are comparatively few cities, 
and most ef them are small,” says a 
bulletin of the National Geographic 
society on Roumanian folklore and cus- 
toms, which gives an intimate insight 
into the home life of that nation. ‘The. 
bolletin, which {s based on a commu- 
nication to the soclety from John Ol- 
ver LaGorce, says: 

“Many of these peasants live on the 
great estates, where their /forbears far 
Generations bave farmed for the ab- 
sentee landlords. And an interesting 
class these peasants form, with their 
pecullar customs, thelr primitive ways 
of looking at things in general. 

“The evil of race suicide bas nevee 
invaded rural Roumania. It fs re 
garded as worthy of honor to be the 

j head of a large family. As in all lands 
j where many of the. people are more or 
Jess illiterate, there fs a high death 
rate, though the fact that the bottle 
fed baby is almost unknown in peasant’ 
Roumania tends to overcome the high 
infant mortality that would otberwise 
result. . 

“The average Roumanian peasant ts 
not given to the kind of thrift that 
leads him often to a savings bank. 
‘The patrimony of his sons and daugh- 
ters is more often good will, good 
health and an honest mind than !t is 
Iand or money or houses. So narrow 
ig the margin upon which a young 
couple starts out in life that it has 
come to be a proverb among them, 
“Married today and out at the elbows 
tomorrow,’ for children come apace, 

and the prices of the things the peas- 
ant bas to sell are even lower than the 
Prices of those he has to buy, and not 
until bis own labors are supplemented: 
by those of his sons and daughters has 
he much chance to prepare for even 
the shortest of rainy days. 

“When a young Roumanian peasant 
lad's thoughts turn to love and his 
mind begins to incline toward mar- 
riage be goes to his mother rather than 
to his sweetheart with his tale. The 
mother acts as an ambassador to the 
father, and if he can be induced to 
look witls favor upon the lover's choife 
he calis in two of his best friends In 
the village, tells them of bis- son’s 
dreams and asks tbe 
the sald son to the 


house of the ob- 


« fect of love's young dreams. 


“Mayhbap the girl herself bas not re- 
celved from the youth a single bint 
of bis love: but, even so, as he and 
bis spokesmen approach the house she 
Suspects the object of bis visit and 
Deeps through any crack or cranny 
that is conrenlent.

Osnabruck js famous in history. ‘In 
1644, after all central Europe had been 
Gevastated by the great struggie which 
eventually “became “known ‘as the 
‘Thirty! Years’ war, representatives of 
Sweden, the German empire and Ger- 
man Protestants met here, while in the 
neighboring, city of “Munster, thirty 
miles to the southwest; delegates from 
France, Spain, the German Catholics 
and the German empire gathered. 

The negotiations extended over a pe- 
tod of four years. In October, 1648, 
both groups of conferees having ar- 
rived at a common basis of settlement, 
the Osnabrock diplomats repaired to 
Monster, where a few days later the 
Peace was signed which guaranteed 
the sovereignty ‘and independence of 
the several states of the empire and 
which forbade . religious persecution 
throughout Germany. It was this 
Peace, in wich Osnabruck played such 
a vital part, that put an end to relt- 
gious wars in Europe. 

As early as 888 Osnabruck was 
granted the right to establish itz own 
mint, but !t was not until the fifteenth 
century that thé city reached the crest 
of is mediaeval prosperity. Following 
the decline which was necessarily incl- 
dental to the ravages of the Thirty 
Years’ war, it enjoyed 2 second era of 
growth, 

The two most impressive- architec 
taral piles in Osnabruck are the spa- 
cious cathedral, dating back ‘to the 
twelfth century and representing a 
combination of the Romanesque and 
Transitional styles, and the royal pal- 
ace. dailt in 1662-70.—National Geo- 
graphic Society Bulletin.

The “medicine man” of the tribe uses 
the weapon by aiming the pointer at 
the person selected for punishment. 
One of the most curious of the abo- 
rigival weapons is the “whirter,” or 
“bull roarer.” It is made of a flat 
fened plece of gidyea’ timber cut into 
spindle shape, into one extremity’ of 
which a hole is drilied with a sharp- 
ened emu bone. By means of the aper- 
ture this whirler is attached to a Phece 
of string fixed at the end of a small 
stick. Revolving rapidly, the whirler 
gives out a roaring seund.—London 
Telegraph.

MUSICAL MOUNTAINS. 


Singing Cliffe In the Pyrenees and 
Rearing Sands In Hawaii. 

Im certaiz parts of the world are 
mountaing and hills which are said by 
the natives to sing. In the Pyrenees 
certain cliffs emit plaintive sounds re- 
sembling the strains of 2 harp. Two 
other cliffa'ih the game chain are called 
the “snorers.” When the wind is in 
the southwest they send forth a pe 
euliar sound not altogether musical 
The faves of these cliffs are marked by 
deep gullies, open in front, which may 
be compared to the pipes of an organ. 
At certain times a stratum of air, held 
between the cliffs and bordering trees, 
closes the openings while the wind 
blows freely between through the gul- 
les; or organ pipes, behind; bence the 
music that is beard. 

At the conSuence of the Orinoco and 
the Rio Meta are granite cliffs which 
sing at sunrise. Humboldt refers to 
the phenomenon as the musica) stones 
of the Orinoco. The music is caused by 
the rush of the expanding air through 
Uissures partly closed by mica. ¢

On May 18th, 1642, Paul do 
.Chomedy, Sieur de Maisonneuve, 
brought his little flat-bottomed pin- 
mace to anchor close to the site se- 
lected by Samuel de Champlain 
thirty-one years previously, and the 
mew settlement was formally dedi- 
cated by Pere Vimont. 

Today Montreal is a city of wide 
streets and stately buildings, witn 
wealth unaccountable and a popula. 
Gon of nearly three-quarters of a mil. 
Mon; headquarters of most of the 
greet banking companies and of that 
World-wide enterprise, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. But all this springs 
from the landing of Maisonneuve and 
bis associates in’ May, 1642, 

The Island of Montreal was visited 
by Jacques Cartier in 1535, and near- 
ly a hundred years passed before an- 
ether white man came. On the 28th 
ef May, 1611, Samuel de Champlain 
landed with another Frenchman and 
an Indian. He seems to have explor- 
eo the shore line as far as the Rapids, 
but finally decided that the best place 
for a settlement was a little strip of 
meadowiland, to which he gave the 
mame of Place Royale. Incidentally, 
it was de Champlain Who first advo- 
cated the cutting of what Is ‘now the 
Panama Canal, in 1600.

INDIANS. AND MEDICINE. 
A Funny Way of Giving a Sick Child a 
Dose of Oit 

The Indian, says the Rer. J. Hines 
in big book “The Hed Indians of the 
Plains,” has the idea that any kind of 
medicine is equally good for all com 
plaints.

Naturalists employ an logentous 
method of preserving all kinds of api- 
ders’ webs. The webs are frst spray- 
ed with an atomizer with a thin so- 
lution of artists’ shellac, and then, 
should they be of the ordinary geo- 
metric form, they are pressed careful- 
ly against a glass plate. the supporting 
jstemoas at the same time being sev- 
ered. After the shellac solution bas 
dried the plates carryiig the webs can 
be stored away in 2 cabinet. Even 
{dome shaped Webs may be preserved 
ion their original form by spraying 
them with sbellac and then allowing 
them to dry before removal from thelr 
Supports.

A Chaplain’s Experiences, 

Rev. Lauchlan Maclean Watt, 
chaplain of a Highland regiment in 
France, thus describes somo of his 
experiences: The chaplain’s work is 
frequently of a very miscellaneous 
nature, If he is beman,,and not too 
conscious of his uniform. It is not 
a double life that he leads, but a life 
all round. For example, one day in 
a tent 1 found, the orderlies so busy 
that some of the patients were wying 
to shave themselves, and they were 
not Gnding it an easy task, So, as I 
saw blood streaming down the cheek 
of one wounded fellow, I essayed te 
finish the job, which I did, without 
scars. The blood of a brave man is 
too precious at present to be lightly 
flung away.

One of them was wounded in the 
chest, and was helpless, but he wa» 
worrying Very much about his brist- 
Mpg beard. But my safety razor 
swept away bis worry; and It war 
requisitioned for half a dozen like 
him. It must have been somewhat 
of a trial for the patients, for the 
' growth, with most of them, was at 

least a week old, and some of it 
pretty thorny. But they were thank- 
' ful to be clean again. 5 
When I had finished these, a little 
| lanky chap, with a tiny fluff of down 
on bis chin, said, ‘Me, too, please 
sir.’ But the others laughed aloud, 
jand one, lying fat, with many

It shared jn all the 
struggles which swept, back and 
forth, across ‘the Low Countries, but 
it kept itself generally’ intact, and 
did not experience any of the almost 
absurd dismemberments and terri- 
torial adjustments which character- 
ized Its later history, down to . the 
threshold of the present day. 

It was in the early years of the 
fifteenth ‘century that its troubles in 
this respect hegan. About that time, 
by ‘the marriage of the daughter of 
Sigismund; the Holy Roman Em- 
peror, who was also Count of Lux- 
emburg, to Albert Il, King of Bo- 
hemia and Hungary, the duchy, for 
so it had been (created in 1354, 
passed to the house of Hapsburg. 
From the house of Hapsburg it was 
selzed, in 1442, by the house of Bur- 
gundy; regained by the house of 
Hapeburg, some thirty years. later, 
bat, within another hundred years, 
came into the possession of Spain.

A Polish Astrosomer, 
Koppernigk was a noted Polish

{nvestigation he began in 1507 his 
“De Revolutionibus Orblum 
Caelestium,” which be completed in 
six books in. 1530. He hesitated 
about publishing the work because 
of religious scruples when friends 
sald its deductions were at variance 
with the Scriptures.: When he finally 
published it in Nuremberg in 1543 
he dedicated it to Pope Paul III. His- 
tory says that Copernicus died a few 
hours after he saw the first copys 
This work describes at length what 
ig now known &%% the Copernican 
System, the foundation of which Is 
the theory tbat the sun is in relation 
to the planets at rest with the plan- 
eta revolving about it. He was not 
the first to advance this theory, but 
was the first to contribute such a 
jearned and elaborate dissertation 
pan the physical’ features of the 
universe.

eepers were going’ thelr nightly 
rounds on a private estate, when 
they surprised several men and wo- 
men, with’ a horse and cart, engag- 
ed‘ta.stealing potatoes from'a pit. As 
the ‘keepers;approached they - were 
fired upon. The fire was: returned, 
and the thieves fled, but were after- 
ward ‘captured. This: kind of rob- 
bery has increased to such an extent 
that country people never inspect 
potato pits at night time without 
carrying firearms. -— 

For the moat part, however, the 
violations of the law consist in break- 
ing the food—regulations and smug- 
gling, and the courts are kept busy 
punishing offenders. Gambrinus res- 
taurant in Berlin was closed on Feb- 
ruary 15, because the “War Usury 
Burean” had discovered that its pro- 
prietor, Karl Peters, was guilty ,of 
buying and serving meat from butch- 
ers who had not complied with the 


food laws. A report from Magde-}; 


burg tells of the discovery of a secret 
slaughter house in which more than 
one hundred hogs had been butcher- 
ed_and sold to a hotel man for 75 
cents a pound. Everybody connected 
with the illfeit hog killing faces, dire 
punishment, Similar reports come 
from all quarters of the empire. 

For some time past the Berlin po- 
lice, accompanied by officials of the 
bureau which is charged with the 
suppression of profiteering, have been 
making organized raids at the rail- 
way stations to revent [iliclt impor- 
tation of food into Berlin. As the 
result of scandalous scenes and great 
indignation, Adolph Wer- 
muth, the Mayor of Berlin, publishes 
a strongly-worded protest addressed 
to Herr von Loebell, the Prussian 
Minister of the Interior. He says 
that it is impossible for respectable 
traders to put up any longer with 
the police examination, and that the 
ralds are acting as a check on trade, 
while the elaborate police machinery 
Involved is out of all proportion to 
the importance of any offenses that 
may be discovered. 


The Mayor also points out that! 


Berlin as a whole is in a much less 
favorable situafion than towns of 
small or moderate size, which have 
plenty of opportunities of producing 
food {n gardens or subur allot- 
ments and of keeping poultry and 
pigs. Moreover, the methods of the 
police are doing harm to morals and 
injuring the relations which ought 
to exist between Berlin and the sur- 
rounding country. 


Similar police efforts in South Ger-- 


many have caused much bitterness, 
and the Bavarian authorities have 
apparently been forced to admit that 
a certain amount of free trading 
should” be ‘allowed between the in- 
habitants of towns and the farmers 
and peasants, who, although they 
are compelled to deliver the bulk of 
thelr products to the food-collecting 
centres, are able to sell part of the 
food which they are permitted to re- 
taln for themsolves. 

The Prussian Government occa- 
sionally adopts sharp tactics in déal- 
ing with agricultural residents who 
are remiss in producing the food- 
staffs required from them. In Neu- 
mark five large communes that fail- 
ed to send the neceasary quantity’ of 
butted to the Government Control 
Bureau bad all their butter machin- 
ery' sealed for ten days. At the ex- 
piry of this term they were further 
panished by having every pound of 
butter and every quart of milk con- 
fiscated, Should they continue their 
malpractioes the authorities threaten 
te deprive them pf light, fuel, fodder, 
and sugar. : 


A Tunnel Under the Engtish Channel 

Great Britain has grown friendly 
te thé proposal to’ construct a tunnel 
betweon Frahte and England. This 
change of feeling bas come since the 
beginning of the war and notably 
during the last few months, and 
thefe seems at last every probubility 
tbat thé British opposition will-now 
be definitely withdrawn. ; 

Imagine what the advantages to 
Great Britain would have been if 
the’ tunnel had been open for use 
when this war began. From the mo- 
ment of the declaration of war it 
would have been practicable to send 
heavy trains through the tunnel at 
ten-minute intervals; in other words, 
the Government could have sent 
more than 100 trains in every twenty 
hours, leaving four hours in the day 
for the up-keeping of the tunnel, By 
means of these trains, 60,000 tons of 
material aday could have been 
transmitted in either direction— 
which is a good. deal more than the 
actual requirements now. And if 
this’ facitity in provisioning British 
troops were to shorten ‘the war by 
enly two days, the saving In actual 
money would pay the whole cost of 
construction.

Charles Brooke, Rajah of Sarawak: 
Those who know’ XKipling's story, 
“The Man Who Y/ould ‘be King,” 
bave a general outline of what tap. 
pened. in Sarawak before ‘the Arst 
English fajah was recognized. It is 
true that disaster did not descend 
upon the rajah through a native.wo- 
man; and’that whatever-disasters he 
encountered he survived, but the 
task of the character in Kipling was 
nO more difficult than the task of the 
first rajah, Brooke, and his succes- 
sor, who has just passed away. He 
found one of the loveliest countries 
in the world unkn 
st 
pon the face of the 
With a mere handful ‘of 
whites: he, captured’ the country and 
made himself its ruler,” incidentally 
he suppressed lawlessness, and by 
treaties increased the extent. of his 
domain from 7,009 square miles. to 
55,000 square miles. 
he was able to nominate his succes- 
sor, the late-Sir Charles Brooke, who 
in turn has handed ‘over the realm ito 
bis son. 
James Brooke was the first white 
rajah. He was born in Indla, ook 
service with the East India Com- 
Dany, and was wounded in the Bur- 
mese War. — When Tecovering from 
bis injuries he visited Sarawak, a 
Dart of the great Island of Borneo, 
but almost cut off from the rest of 
the country by tremendous mountain 
chains. The tropical beauty of the 
land enchanted him, and he deter. 
mined that, some-day he would re- 
“turn and take charge of the land, 
which was then held\by a murderous 
lot of head-hunting Dyaks, °T 
opportunity occurred when bis father 
died, and left him with sufficient 
P 2 little expedition 
which he sailed for 
Sarawak. His arrival was most 
timely, for {t coincided with a war 
in which the native rajab was being 
bard pressed by a Powerful party of 
rebels. The rajah said that 
Brooke would assist him he would be 
‘given exclusive trading rights, 
Brooke accepted, and took charge of 
the campaign. © So vigorously and 
skilfully did be press “it: that the 
rebels presently submitted on co 
tion that Brooke succeed the other 
h. 


This was agreed 
peace was restored 
refused to complete 
bed’ Brooke of some of his cargoes, 
and sought to destroy his influence 
with the natives, who had by this 
time conceived an almost supersti- 
tious. respect for bim. Finally 
Brodke declared war.on the native 
Tajah, and after a short campaign 
Ousted him and became rajah in bis 
stead. His troubles. were. just be- 
sinning; “however, for his subjects 
were about the most vicious. and 
murderous when they were iot the 
most oppressed and wretched popu- 
Jatlon in the East. Brooke, however, 
Was the man for he job, and during 
“the next few years he took In haod 
the task of establishing some native 
industries, protecting — the citizens 
from the exactions of local chief- 
tains, ridding the country .of -ob- 
bers and the seas of the Dyaks, 
whose piracies had made the whole 
coast of Borneo a place to be 
avoided. 

Many times his Hfe was tbreaten- 
ed, but Brooke got used to attempt- 
ed assassination after a while, and 
Derhaps his chief trouble lay with the 
British Gov-rnmat. He desired that 
it should annex Sarawak, or at least 
take it undet {its protection. It was 
some yoars after his death, how: "er, 
before. Sarawak wax recognized as a 
British protectorate. In the mean- 
time Brooke was the victim of any 
maliclous and ignorant attacks ton 
the part of politicans at home, who 
told of the cruelties of hix Tule, and 
demunded that as a British subject 
he sbould be brought hom», On one 
Occasion they succeeded in having a 
British oficial sent to supersede 
him, and to protect a particularly 
vicious Vand of Chinexe ‘ourderera 
which he was trying to exterminate, 

The first rajah was sreatly belped 
from 1852 until the date of his 
death in 1868 by his nephew Charles, 
whom he nominated as his successor, 
Chasles was a man of the same type 
as bis uncle, He was without fear, 
and, like the rajah, risked his life 
many times. One disaster after an- 
other uncle and nephew met with 
undaunted spirit. Their whole capl- 
tal, which was sunk iy Sarawak, waa 
wiped out on the occasion when the 
Chinese pirates destroyed © their 
buildings aod © murdered many of 
their servants, ‘They were able to 
Overcome many dificulties, however, 
when the British Governinent, finally 
convinced that Brooke was doing Im- 
perlal work, lent him support. The 
Jate rajab, for some yeurs’ past, was 
able to enjoy the fruits of his early 
hardships and of the energy and 
courage of his uncle, His hone, 
Astana, iu said to be one of the most 
beautiful east of Suez. Here now 
reigns Churles Vyner Brooke, third 
of the Brouke line, and he is said 
to have Inherited many of the qua! 
ities which made his father and his 
great uncle remarkable among Brit- 
ish Empire-bullders, \

No house of God Is intact phat 
touched Its paths of evil.

For Rheims is still within the 
range of Germgn 210 and 170 shell 
from the hills of Brimont and Now 
gent-l’Abesse, quite within range of 
barbaric fire. And unheralded,: this 
Gre goes on, intermitently, willfally, 
savagely. It is only in the multitude 
of other evil that this final tragedy 
ts not of dally world-wide record, 

If they chose, the Germans could 
demolish Rheims cathedral to-morn 
row. Thirty shells a minute for even 
a little while would crumble all that 
fs left of this most noble of Gothic 
monuments, But they choose instead 
the systematic deliberate ‘dropping 
now and then of a shell upon the 
North and south fronts and but- 
tresses.

HOTELS ‘AND “TEMPERANCE” DRINKS. 


The camp-meeting: 


The Ontario has been greatly. surprised to -" 


learn of the sweeping nature of the: monopoly 
that the promoters of the bylaw proposed, at 
Monday night's council meeting, to grant to 
our. standard- hotels. If this bylaw, as it 
stood, had been passed, it would be illegal for 
ice-cream parlors, confectionary stores or any 
other places of business in the city to sell so- 
da-water, ginger ale or even lemonade or but-- 
termilk, and the standard hotels would have 
the exclusive right 
Surely any such proposal comes very near to 
the height of absurdity. ~ fie 
*. -A’giance at the follawing clause will show 

. how unlimited in its nature was the restriction 
that those backing the bylaw had planned,— é. 

“The Municipal’ Council of- the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Belleville enacts as follows, : 
That'the keepers of Standard Hotels shall have 
. the exclusive right of re-selling in the municf- 
pality of the City of Belleville any and all oth- 
er temperance beverages, manufactured from 
ingredients other than malt, but no such pro- 
ducts or beverages shall contain more than 
two and one-half per cent. of proof spirits.” 

Several of our merchants have spent 
many hundreds ‘of dollars in fitting up — at- 
tractive soda-water fountains. Surely there 
can be no reasonable argument in favor of 
depriving them of a privilege that has been 
enjoyed without limitation from time immem- 
orial, é 

Had the framers of the bylaw restricted 
their efforts te confinihg to Standard Hotels 
the sale of malted liquors and those with an 
alcoholic content their case would. have been 
much stronger. In fact we would heartily fa- 
vor such a proposal. 

We realise there is’ much force in’ Ald. 
Platt’s contention that this would be “class 
legislation.” There ig no getting away 7irom 
the fact that-class privilege is involved in any _ 
attempt to pass monopolistic Jaws,’and all spe- 
cial privileges granted in this way tend to pro- 
duce special evils. ¢ 

. But, on the other hand, we consider that 
there is a good case to be made out in favor of. 
withdrawing from general sale the so-called 
“temperance” drinks that have a malt base or 
that contain proof spirits. 

The effect of these liquors upon the drink- 
er is, as yet; imperfectly understood. It Is. al- 
ready known that they cause” occasional drunk- 
enness and create an appetite for themselves, 
- This is especially true of immature: boys. There ~

It:is all very well to say this is 
due to lack of business efficiency but we. can- 
not get away from the fact that other compli- 
cations, aside from prohibition, have com- 
bined to make their position one of extraonil- 
nary difficulty. The. removal of the large , re- 
turns from the barroom has not been the only 
source of trouble. The prices of food and of 
-house-furnishings, as well as wages, have risen 
to an unprecedented height. The hotelkeeper 
on the other hand is the victim of fixed values.

“Shrunken Head." 

The Shrunken Head 
name denotes, “‘shrunken"”, viz: a 
man’s head in its natural form 
shrunken to the size of an orange 
without the loss of an expression or 
feature. 

The hair on the head and face is 
still retained, as well as the eye- 
brows, which are visible. In fact 
you would be able. if you knew the 
savage before his death, to recog- 
nize his head ia minfature. 

The head fs almost black,. most 
likely from the process used in 
shrinking. and is hard. It {s impos- 
sible to tell the method used in do- 
ing this, although it is thought that 
the savages first place the bead on 
a stick and leave it for three days, 
then,4when the bones and brains 
are removed, it is treated with hot 
stones and smoke, which has the 
qualities of alum. until the head fs 
qcontracted. ¥

the Roman Emperor, Louls the 
Pious, was held a prisoner by- his 
own s in the ninth century, and 
here a Abelard, the great teacher, 
was coniined for a time after the 
tragic denouement of the Heloise 
romance, 

Solssona was the rallying point for 
Napoleon's shattered army after the 
battle of Waterloo, During the war 
of 1870 the town capitulated to the 
Germans after a three days" bom- 
bardment. Only = few years ago a 
monument was erected in a public 
square of the city to the memory of 
those citizens whom the Teuton in- 
vaders shot. 

At the time of the outbreak of the 
world war Solssons had a popula- 
tion of 15,000, Its chief industri 
were iron, and copper. foundries, 
boiler factorles, and the manufacture 
of agricultural implements, straw 
bats, and glass. Its grain -market 
was Important and it vas famous for 
its -haricot beans.

‘| Lancashire and Yorkshire’alone 4,- 


000,000 pairs are used annually, 
Composed chiefly of wood (usually 
birch or beech),’ calf, or half-calf 
leather, and thin protecting irons on 
the sole ‘and hee},.a clog is lighter in 
weight than a boot or shoe of corre-, 
sponding size. Tie wood sole {s sald 


to be more comfortable than leather, - 


and with the protecting clog irons 
{thin strips of metal in the shape of 
elongated -horseshoes tacked to the 
sole and heel) is more resistant ‘to 
dampness than ordinary leather foot- 
wear. In addition to extensive’ use 
by mill operatives anc their families 
in Lancashire and Yorkshire clogs 
are genérally worn by workers in dye” 
and chemical plants,° slag, workers, 
and misers, and are notably service- 
able in all employments in which, 
leather would be injured by exposure | 
to chemical stain, dampness, or ex- 
cessive heat.” 

Moreover, the price of clogs is a 
gredt inducement. A new pair for a 
woman can be bought for as low a 
gum as 70c and men’s clogs for 90c 
to $1.25. 
or clog irons, may be bad for 7c a 
get retail and will be fitted on by 
the clog maker for 12c.' They can be 
reclogged (i.e.,. fitted with new 
wooden bottoms) for 37¢. ‘With oc- 
casional repairs a ‘pair of clogs will 
last from 18 months to two years. 

Clogs .are: not manufactured 
wholesale nor .made according to 
standard pattern. The clog maker 
operates a small shop, with one or 
two assistants. Often he {# a boot 
and shoe maker and takes up clog 
making only in his leisure hours, A 
good business is also done in second- 
hand clogs. Old boots and shoes are 
bought for a.few co, pers, and after 
the uppers are softened with oll or 
grease they are fitted to wooden bot- 
toms and retailed at one-balf the 
price of new clogs. Children’s clogs 
are usually fitted with metal toe- 
caps in ‘anticipation of rough service, 

Referring to the clog industry fa 
Yorkshire, the Yorkshire Weekly 
Post states that two branches of the 
business exist, - namely. “clog-making 
and clog-sole making. The Jatter is 
chiefy, if not entirely, a journey- 
man’s occupation, It is he who turns 
the rough blocks of wood into the 
Gnished sole,. He wields three heavy 
steel knives, fastened by a hook to 
one end of a bench, each used in its 
turn.

It is true that clogs make a great 
clatter on paved streets, and the 
“clang of wooden shoon” js undoubt- 
edly a drawback to their general 
use, It is related that an American 
wisitor to a Lancashire textile town 
inquired of his host what caused the 
great clatter in the street below his 
window shortly after daybreak. 
When informed that it was the mill 
operatives going to work he replied 
that they were the most prosperous 
workmen of whom he bad heard, to 
be able to ride to work on horseback. 

Often special orders for clogs are 
received; for instance, dancing clogs 
with ash bottoms for sound effects, 
generally used on the vaudeville 
stage. In the rural districts of Lan- 
eashire and Yorksbire ‘courting 
clogs” with thin wooden soles and 
lavish carved and embossed tops are 
still made upon special order for 
rustic beaux.

you that you may call him the Satin 
Bower Bird, if you choose, 

Toa pérson fond of polysyllables I 
‘can conceive no greater delight than 
the acquisition of this titles One 
might become president of a’ college 
in Kansas on the strength of pro- 
nouncing it with fluency. and correct- 
ness. 

The satin bower-bird lives in the 

thick bush,-feeding on the fruit of 
the gigantic wild fg. But it is neither 
his splendid robe of glossy black ! 
satin, nor his lofty nest, nor bis} 
loud, liquid call, that “renders the 
bower-bird so distinguished above | 
all the other feathered tribes. | No- 
thing\ less than a visit to yonder 
clump.cot cedar bushes will explain 
his claim to notoriety. 
See how anxiously he watches Et 
from the top of yonder huge gum: 
tree, See how he scatters the golden'| 
pollen of the blossoms with co angry 
sweep of his tail. He knows we are} 
bent on discovering his secret.

tailed to take the prisoners away. 

The group of captors and captured 
had only gone a short distance when 
Niemetz shouted angrily: “I don't 
want to be bothered with these fel- 
lows. Shoot them." They were 
then placed in & line and shot there 
and then. 

“Was the shooting of the prison- 
ers ordered by headquarters or by 
responsible officers?” 

“No,” was the German’s reply, ‘at 
a matter of fact it is forbidden, and 
1 know a case in which a lieutenant 
was_sent to prison—for five days, 
mind you—for giving the order, but 
still the shooting of prisoners was 
often ordered by sergeants com- 
manding prison guards, 

“On another occasion within my 
knowledge 200 English prisoners 
taken In the Loos fighting were sent 
under escort to Frankfort. Only 80 
arrived, the others having been shot 
en route.. I heard of many worse 
cases, but only mention those within 
my own direct knowledge.”

Derial Province cf “Alsace-Lorraine 
dates, ‘of course, from the treaty of 
Frankfort, which was concluded be- 
tween France and Prussia after the 
Franco-Prussian war, in the May of 
1871... Sy that treaty the whole of 
Alsace, and’ that’ part of the Prov- 
ince of Lorraine known as German 
Lorraine, were ceded to Germany, 
and Incorporated in one ‘territory 
known tothe Germans ‘as . Elsass- 
Lorraine, or, simply as the’ Relchs- 
land. ‘The separate histories of Ai- 
sace and Lorraine stretch far back 
into the beginnings of things in Eu- 
rope. The whole région, especially 
Alsace, was al ¢ disputed terri- 
tory, and,'in ‘ancient times, often 
formed the battle ground in the con- 
tentions of rival races. To’ trace, 
therefore, the history of the two 
Provinces through all the mazes of 
medieval Zuropean history would 
call for much more space than js 
now available. Suffice it to say that 
they both belonged to that loose con- 
federation of states known as the 
Empire, and, from the Tenth Cen- 
tury onwards, were governed by 
various sovereigns, dukes, or princes, 
under Germanic suzerainty, chiefly 
that of the house of Hapsburg. 

The modern history of Alsace- 
Lorraine may pe said to date from 
the famous Peace of Westphalia, 

j which concluded the Thirty Years 
War. By that treaty a large part of 
Alsace was ceded to France; but 

had set his heart on 
securing much more of it. In those 
days, when territory changed hands 
rapidly, it was never difficult for a 

j Country to set up plausible ms to 

| adjoining lands, and Louis XIV., 
shortly after the Peace of West- 

| phalia, turned his attention to 
Alsace to see what could be done in 
this respect. It did not take him 
long, as might be supposed, to dis- 
cover, much to his “righteous in- 
dignation,” that large tracts of sur- 
rounding territory had been, in years 
gone by, “torn from Alsace,” or te 

i decide that they should most cer- 
tainly be restored to that country by 
the various German? princes who 

; Were in possession. With much show 
of judicial fairness, the Grand Mon- 
argue laid the case for France before 
two chambers of inquiry, which he 
established at Brisach and Metz, but 
the result was a foregone conclusion, 
In vain the princes appealed to the 
Emperor. The Emperor could afford 
them no ald, and in 1681 French 
troops seized Strassburg. A further 
war broke out, but, by the treaty of 
Ratisbon, in 1684, Strassburg “was 
secured to France, and, although the 
‘War was renewed in 1688, and drag- 

the Peace of Rys- 
| wick, which was concluded in that 

‘year, definitely confirmed the annex 
ation of Strassburg to France. 

Thence onwards, Alsace and Lor. 
Taine seem to have settled down to 
make themselves thoroughly French 
Although originally Celtic, the popu- 
lation was greatly modified, during 
the Roman period and afterwards, by 
the steady inflow of Germanic peo 
ples, and at the time of the signing 
of the Peace of Rysrick there could 
be no doubt as to the German chan 
acter of the Inhabitants. They seem, 
however, to have determined to come 
to rest on French soil, Gradually, 
the French language came to be the 
predominating tongue; whilst in sen- 
timent, outlook, and attachments the 
people, as time passed, became es. 
sentially French. It was for this 
reason that they offered such a stub- 
born resistance to the German inva. 
sion in the autumn of 1870, and it 
“was for this reason that, after the 
fountry had been formally handed 
over to Germany, some 160,000 in- 
habitants of Alsace-Lorraine elected 
to remain French, in spite of all that 
the decision involved; whilst . of 
these at least 60,000 actually car- 
ried out their Intention and emigrat-

MILITARY NEWS 


A number of young men who are 
eligible for military service are call- 
ing on medical men for the purpose 
of ‘securing certificates of fll-health 
in order to avold conscription. 
~ “It will make no difference how 
many family doctor certificates su 
men secure, they will all have to 
pass the military doctor’s examin- 
ation,” said a military authority 
this morning. “They may think 
that by securing a certificate from 
family doctors that this will release 
them from duty, but any who thin 
this have another guess coming. 
Why, even the men who hare been 
given A.R. buttons will have to be 
re-examined by the military doctors 
when conscription is put into oper- 
ation.” ' 


The Canadian Patriotic Fund has 
been issuing buttons of two kinds 
to the soldiers who have been over- 
seas. One has a waving flag, which 
shows that the wearer has reached 
England and on his return been hon- 
orably discharged. The other shows 
that the man has reached France 
and been honorably Uischarged in 
Canada. These buttons have to 
date been Issued at Quebec, or where 
the medical board on the men has 
been sitting. This practice has been 
discontinued, and’ now the men will 


+|recelve the buttons when the local 


medical board has decided and re- 
Ported on their case and their dis- 
charge has been made by the Mil- 
itary Hospitals Commission office 
here. 


It has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the authorities that a number 
of officers, N.C.O.’s° and men are 
making Improper use of gold braid, 
and are wearing unauthorized silver 
braid indicating that they have re- 
turned from overseas on account of 
iiliness. The gold brald 1s to be 
worn by officers, N.C.O.’s and men 
whose names. appear in the casual- 
|ty lists as “wounded.” The term 
j“wounded” refers only 
;whose names have appeared, or may 
hereafter appear in. the casualty 


lists given out by the Adjutant-Gen-'°°° ©? & 


eral’s office, or by the G.O.C. of any 
force engaged in active operations. 
Reports from hospital Mats are not 
to be regarded as authoratative for 
these purposes. Officers and men 
reported “‘wounded-gas" or ‘{wound- 
ed-shell-shock” are entitled to this 
distinction, Accidental of self-in- 
fiicted wounds or injuries do not 
qualify. The wearing of silver braid 
indfcates the return on account’ of 

sickness or shock.

The savages of interior Africa 
have attained an extraordinary de- 
gree of skill] in preparing poisons 
with which to make their arrow 
heads the dread of their enem*2s, Al- 
though they use a variety of sub- 
stances in making the pewisonous 
fulds, such an animal extracts, and 
products of decay, the mast common 
source of the most violent poisons is 
found in several species of tropical 
plants, says Popular Science. One of 
these, the strophantus, is extensively 
employed by the tribes of West 
Africa. They boil the fruits of this 
plant in water for about twenty- 
four hours frequently adding to the 
Naquid beads of serpents, tainted 
blood and a,mixture of dead frogs. 
When, this mixture h@s cooled to a 
thick” mass they dip the beads of 
their arrows into the poison, and 
then allow them to dry in the sun. 
They repeat this process every few 
months so aa to retain as much of 
the deadly effect as pessible, The 
action of these poisons is very vio- 
lent, death resulting, with intense 
agony, in five or ten minutes.

The 
probabilities are that the margin is arrived at by 
taking the average cost per pound of incoming 
product from the average selling price per pound 
of outgoing product, This’ may be a rough way 
of estimating the gross margin when dealing with 
small figures, but when dealing with figures the 
size that Mr. O’Connor has to deal with, a very 
small fraction of a cent per pound of error makes 
a very important difference in the total, and one 
must be careful to make sure that the outgoing 
product is the same finished merchandise of the 
incoming product reported on.

The editor has returned from a tour of 
more than eight hundred miles, all within the 
province of Ontario and he now takes his pen 
in hand to inflict a few thinks and observations 
upon the unfortunate reader. 

Our tour, briefly speaking, was from Belle- 
ville to Toronto, thence to Muskoka, through 
the Muskoka lakes and on to Parry Sound to Ot- 
tawa and from the capital city back to Belle- 
ville. Several brief side trips were also made. 

Throughout this considerable tour we found 
the crop outlook nothing less than magnificent. 
In all our experience we have never seen an ag- 
ricultural prospect more fair to look,upon and 
more filled with richness of prdmise. The single 
exception of corn will greatly benfit by © these 
later days and-nights of true midsummer heat. 
-To find July half over and every living thing in 
the way of vegetation still clad in a vivid shade 

of green is an experience that seldom comes to 
the natives of Ontario. High temperatures and 
an average rainfall that is none too plentiful 
make drought the normal condition of Ontario 
summers. But this year, no matter whether we 
examined vegetation in the skilfully tilled far- 
ming lands of the county of York, in the coarse 

~ sands over 'the laurentian rocks of Muskoka or 
the rich bottom lands of the Ottawa valley, the 

‘prospect was everywhere the same—greenness 
and luxuriant growth on every side. 

East and north of Toronto the crops were 
“somewhat later than in the Bay of Quinte dis- 

= trict, due to excessive rainfall in the spring but 

=the promise of abundant yields was quite as evi- 
dent as it is here. In the Muskoka and Algon- 
‘quin park section the crops grown are princi- 
pally hay, oats, and potatoes. For cereal pro- 
duction this great territory is il adapted. But 
the potato seems to thrive, even in the midst of 
the unfertile sand.

‘As a summer Tesort Muskoka ‘thas been de- 


cidedly the ‘thing for many seasons past, but 
this year Muskoka ig: somewhat in the dumps. 
‘The summer hotels arose and flourished by doz- 


y, ens, many of them, well appointed and pre- 
-tentious in architecture. But the (war, prohibi- 


tion, high cost of management and supplies, an 
abnormally cool season, the counter-attraction 
of touring by automobile have combined -to 
make those once crowded centers of recreation, 
pleasure-seeking and frivolity, somewhat som- 
bre and quiet in appearance. Since September 
the sixteenth, nineteen sixteen, three beautiful 
summer hotels have gone skyward in the form 
of smoke presumably because the spirits had 
departed. The hotels that remain are not re- 
garded as Class A risks by insurance-underwrit- 
ers. 

At Gravenhurst, a town of 2,000 inhabi- 
tants, we found only one commercia} hotel in 
operation and even that was not conspicuously 
busy. Prohibition has had a sobering effect in 
more ways than one. ra 

At Parry Sound we discovered a condition 
of affairs that was even more strange. Parry 
Sound is a very busy place with important ship- 
pig: and lumbering interests and. munition 
plants near by have made it extravagantly ac- 


, tive and prosperous, notwithstanding the fact 
_ that it is a bustling hive, with well over - 6,000 


inhabitants it now contains no hotel where the 
humble wayfarer can obtain a meal. Two form- 
er'popular hostelries furnish rooming accom- 
modation but have abolished both bar and 
cuisine. The boniface of the “Mansion” house 
informed us, in a lugubrious tone, that the ad- 
vancing prices of food and the cut-throat com- 
petition of the Chinese “eats,” had made his 
once flourishing table d’hote a luxury and a 
tyrannical money-loser. But as several of the 
restaurants were unusually clean and inviting 
places of refreshment the hungry traveller had 
small complaint to offer. 

In normal seasons we are told that Ameri- 
cans are very greatly in the majority among the 
Muskoka resorters. This year Americans are 
pretty busy at home and are not doing so much 
travelling as they were prior to the entry of the 
United States into the war. 

Although Muskoka is several hundred feet 
higher than Belleville in altitude, the days are 
almost as hot as we are finding them at _honte. 
But while the days may be sizzling hot, the 
nights are almost invariably cool and refresh- 
ing, hence the man with “nerves” may enjoy 
slumber without being parboiled or stewed. 

We find upon inquiry that very few in this 
Section have ever toured Algonquin park. At 
the risk of being tedious we will devote a few 
words to description. , 
vei Algonquin park is a tract of land very 
nearly in the form of a square with almost sixty 
miles to the side. It has been set apart by the 
government of Ontario as a game and forest 
preserve and as a play-ground for man for all 
time to come. \ 

Algonquin park occupies the highest land 
in older -Ontario. Within its confines a half- 
dozen important rivers have their source. More 
than a thousand beautiful lakes are hidden a- 
way among the hills. 

Across the park from east to west a single 
track railway threads its winding course. John 
R. Booth, Ottawa’s veteran, milfionaire lum- 
berman, was the promoter of this pioneer line, 
primarily because he wished to Bain access to 
the vast wealth of timber that could not be 
floated out on the diminutive streams. The rail- 
way is now owned and operated by the Grand 
Trunk system and the company provides a capi- 
tal service. Leaving Parry Soynd (Rose Point) 
at six o’clock in the morning the journey of 263 
miles to Ottawa is completed at 4.30 o'clock in 
the afternoon. A more interesting or nic- 
turesque route it would be difficult to discover 
on the American continent. When the line 
reaches the height of land, the-roadbed is just 
1607 feet above sea-level. Towering above the 
roadbed are rugged wooded hills, rising almost 
to the dignity’ of mountains. — Their summits 
are occasionally more than 3,000 feet above 
the surface of the sea. For more than 200 miles 
this ever changing and ever interesting pan- 
orama-of mountain, hill, lake, streamlet and 
forest extends. For half a hundred miles the 
railway follows the tortuous valley of the 
Madawaska, at first a tiny creek and later a 
powerful ‘river forming the’ center of the land- 
scape. The Madawaska passes down from the 
height of,Jand by a series of rapids and cag. 
cades, as.wild as its own environment, ag beau- 
tiful as the dream of a landscape artist. :

black birch, hemlock, tamarack and black ash 
seemed to find here a congenial home. A few 
sections still remained where the forest prime- 
} val.flourished. But practically everywhere the 
- forest giants had given place to sickly poplar 
shrubs.” Forest fires have finished all that the 
rapacious lumbermen had spared. 

‘When it hag come to dealing with our na- 
tural: resources, particularly with our forests, 
Canadians have carried out a policy that “has 
been asinine in its stupidity. Had even the ele- 
mental principles. of forestry been followed 
those useless hills of gravel. between Ottawa 
and. Parry Sound would still be clothed with 
their splendid forests of white Pine. As it is 
now, one may traverse nearly the whole dis- 
tance without seeing a living pine. In only one 
section, immediately to the north of Hastings 
county, does any extensive growth of young 
pines appear. Probably fires from the railway 
will finish off these before they have a chance 
to become more than saplings. 

In the regions east and west of the Park 
optimistic settlers have cleared homes for 
themselves-in the more level sections. - Their 
ventures do not appear to be proving highly 
successful. Many comparatively new houses 
were abandoned by their owners. Even in thig 
favorable year the crops looked thin and badly 
nourished. A year or two of cropping extracts 
all,the humus from the soil and the settlers are 
then as helpless and hopeless on their patches 
of red sand as though stranded in the Sahara.

Austrian Lioyda is the best known 
of the shipping lines, It is partly a 
Government enterprise and has en- 
joyed large’ subventions. Jts vessels, 
which pass through the Suez canal to 
the far east, compare very favorably 
with the French find English lines. 
Before the outbreak of hostilities the 
company was in. a rather bad way 
financially, owing, It was declared, 
to mismanagement. The war, natur- 
ally, bas made matters worse, anda 
recent report was to the effect that 
the company's losses for the current 
year were about $600,000. 

Local Mediterranean lines have 
perved the Austrian population in 
the Levant and £gypt. Austria has 
had considerable trafic both with 
Constantinople and with Alexandria. 

The Austro-American line was the 
one which maintained a regular ser- 
vice with New York and with sey- 
eral of the soutbern ports, as well as 
with South America. This line drew 
considerable profits from its eml- 
grant service at the period when the 
emigration of the Slavic population 
was encouraged. 

With its facilities as a commercial 
port, Trieste offers some natural ad- 
vantages as 2 naval port; and these 
bave been improved.

That notion has passed, and 
it has been assisted in passing by the 
fact which has recently become gen- 
erally known that the Dardanelles 
expedition came within an ace of suc- 
ceeding. There was a time when a 
couple of lucky shells from the Queen 
Elizabeth would have brought about 
the fall of Constantinople ard per- 
haps have ended the war. Certainly 
Churchill could not be blamed for the 
bad luck of the Queen Elizabeth,

velopments have shown that. Baren 
Fisher did notymake his advice em- 
phatic. He was rather cautions in 
predicting failure for both efforts.
